Wisconsin Also to Present Demand for Special} | 
Session and Plank Praising Borah, 
Brookhart and Reed of Pennsylvania.

CLEVELAND, O., June $.—Re- 
publican insurgents, acting through 
the Wisconsin delegation, will ask, 
the Republican national convention 
formally to condemn the official 
acts of Harry M. Daugherty as At- 
torney-General and Albert B.- Fall 
as Secretary of the Interior. 

This is disclosed in an official 
copy of the insurgent platform 
made public today by Robert M. La 
Follette Jr., son of the Wisconsin 
Senator, in the name of the Wis- 
consin delegation. The statement 

ys further that Daugherty and 
Fall “be forever debarred from 
holding any position of honor or 
trust within the gift either of the 
Republican party or of any future 
Republican administration.” 

For Special Session. 

The insurgents also would have 
President Coolidge summon Con- 
gress into extraordinary session on 
Monday July 7, 1924, for consid- 
eration of emergency iegislation 
for relief of agriculture; to provide 
funds for payment of the soldiers’ 
bonus: for consideration of the 
Howell-Barkley bill for the settle- 
ment of disputes between railroads 
and emproyes; for amendment of 
the rate-making section of the 
transportation act, tending toward 
the reduction of “extortionate rail- 
road rates,” and for reclamation 
relief legislation extending the 
time of payment to farmers on 
Gevernment reclamation projects. 

It is further declared that the 
convention system of nominatign 
presidential and vice presidential 
¢andidates “has failed” and that 
Senate and House members should 
be urged to “initiate and support 
such constitutional amendment and 
legislation as may be necessary to 
provide for direct nomination and 
election by the people of the Unit- 
ed States of candidates for Presi- 
dent and Vice President.” - 

The convention will be asked by 
the insurgents to extend its con- 
gratuiations to 31 Republican Sen- 
ators and 211 Republican Repre- 
senatives for display of courage 
and independence in “voting for 
the tax bill enacted into law y 
both houses of Congress and signed 
by the President. as a substitute 
or the Melion pian.” 

Melion Pian Condemnation. 

In this connection request is 
made for legislation to give “full 
and complete publicity on tax re- 


turns.” and for a “pledge to the! 


Melion plan nor any other tax bill 
previding for unwarranted reduc- 
tions in supertaxes of multimillion- 
aires and profiteering corporations 
shall receive the support of the Re- 
publican party in any future ses- 
sion of the Congress.” 

Another plank proposed by the 
Wisconsin delegation in its state- 
ment provides that neither the Re- 
publican national committee nor 
the Republican congressional or 
senatorial campaign committee, in 
the campaigns of 1924, “shall ac-

tremendous public demand, which 
is making itself felt here, the dis-

klux. 

Plans aré not yet completed for 
the appearance before the commit- 
tee on resolutions_of Dr. Charies 
Franklin Thwing, president emeri- 
tus of Western Reserve University, 
as spokesman of the committee or- 
ganized at the suggestion of the 
New York Worid te urge in all the 
national conventions the adoption 
of some such plank as the news- 
paper has been advocating. 

Dr. Thwing’s eminence as a Con- 
gregationalist clergyman, an edu- 
eator and a publicist. will lend 
weight to his words that even re- 
luctant party managers must heed. 
When he has been heard, there 
may be a different attitude among 
them. 

Fully half the New York dele- 
gation, in case the roll were called, 
would support an anti-ku klux an- 
nouncement, but. no individual 
coming from either above or be- 
low the Bronx, is prepared to bat- 
tle for a vote putting the conven- 
tion on record. Like delegations 
from other states, that from New 
York has been cautioned to let the 
leaders decide what course it shall 
pursue. 

No Fight on Foor. 

The best informed opinion is 
that the ku Klux issue stands little 
chance of being shifted from the 
committee on resolutions . to the 
convention floor for ultimate de- 
cision. The rules of the conven- 
tion will be so framed that unless 
there is a minority report favoring 
excoriation of the hooded order it 
will go unmentioned in the party's 
pronouncement of principles.

Some states refuse to permit these 
reciprocal companies to sell in- 
Surance, others require the same 
deposit they require from old line 
companies. 

Freedom from the deposit and 
other obligations have been one of 
the contributing causes for lower 
rates from reciprocals than from 
old line companies. 

Within a month after Hyde be- 
came Governor there was _ intro- 
duced a bill in the Missouri Legis- 
lature, known as the retaliatory in- 
surance bill. Its purpose was to 
give the Insurance Superintendent 
the right to bar from Missouri 
business any outside insurance 
company domiciled in a state in 
which, in the opinion of the Super- 
intendent, there was discrimination 
against Missouri companies.

now in the courts. 

The 1923 Legislature then was 
approaching and it was the-inten- 
tion again to introduce the retalia- 
tory bill and also another bil! giv- 
ing the Superintendent greater | 
power in ordering rate cuts. There 
was a Democratic majority in the 
Senate, which probably could not 
be reached by Republican influ- 
ences. Superintendent Hyde re 
tained two Democrats, former At- 
torney-General Barker, who in 
Kansas City was allied with the 
Pendergast political faction, and 
Jacobs, who was allied with the 
Shannon political faction, to han- 
die his end of the litigation with 
the insurance companies. Both 
were in Jefferson City frequentiy 
during the 1923 Legislature, in 
which the retaliatory law again 
failed of passage, though the Su- 
perintendent of Insurance was giv- 
en increased powers. 

In May, 1923, Superintendent 
Hyde cited 13 Massachusetts insur- 
ance companies to show cause why 
they should not be barred from 
Missouri, because Massachusetts 
had refused to license a Missouri 
reciprocal on the ground that its 
organization did not comply with 
the Massachusetts law. 

In July, while restrained by the 
courts from his 10 per cent rate 
reduction order, Hyde ordered a 15 
per cent reduction, and also barred 
three Rhode Island companies from 
Missouri because Rhode Island re- 
fused to license a Missouri recip- 
rocal. Hyde was promptly en- 
joined in his latest reduction order. 
and reached an agreement with the 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
Superintendents by which he with- 


drew his orders against companies 
of those states. 


Governor’s Statement 
On Fire Prevention 


In October, 1923, Gov. Hyde re- 
fused to join with the President of 
the United States ang the Governors 
of other states, in the issuance of a 
“Fire Prevention Week” proclama- 
tion. He said such movements only 
“befogged the issue,” and charged 
that the old line companies en- 
couraged fire losses by wasteful 
methods, careless underwriting and 


over-insurance, to increase business. 


He said the companies charged 
rates to cover all losses and that 
no matter what the loss the com- 
panies lost nothing, the public 
“footing the bill.” 

In the fall of 1923 Massachus- 
etts again refused to license a Mis- 
souri reciprocal and Superintendent 
Hyde retaliated by promptly bar- 
ring 25 Massachusetts companies 
from Missouri, and again ordered 

a 15 per cent reduction in rates 
notwithstanding the injunction. The 
Massachusetts company obtained an 
injunction against enforcement of 
the order barring them, and he 
withdrew the order. He was held in 
contempt ‘by the Circuit Court in 
Jefferson City for violation of its 
injunction in the rate case and was 
fined $100 a day for each day he 
failed to withdraw his order. That 
proceeding is still in _ litigation. 

Such is the history of the con- 
nection between insurance and gov- 
vernment in Missouri in the last 
four years: Irrespective of the mer- 
its of the controversy whether re- 
ciprocais or the old line companies 
are in the right. the old line are, 
against Hyde. Their interests had 
been interfered with and they 
thought they saw the opportunity 
to retaliate. Hence the letter which «

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MERCHANT MARINE OF 
AIR URGED BY ADMIRAL 


Retired Officer, Here, Says 
Plan Would Render In- 
vasion Impossible. 


America’s genius in efficient 
transportation methods of goods 
and people is being challenged by 


the development of commercial 
aviation throughout Europe. The 
development of an adequate mer- 
chant marine of the air in this 
country will create a reserve mill- 
tary defense that will render an 
invasion impossible. 

This message, to be expanded in 
a series of addresses in St. Louis 
today and tomorrow, was present- 
ed at the noonday luncheon of the 
Chamber of Commerce by Rear 
Admiral W. F. Fullam, U. 8. N., 
retired, whose 50 years in the 
American navy, rounded out by his 
command of the Pacific fleet in 
the World War, has been succeed- 
ed by his enlistment in the cause 
of urging this particular form of 
preparedness. 

“Sea of the Air.” 

‘There is a new sea—the sea of 
the air,” declared Admiral! Fullam, 
“ahd any city that hasn't a har- 
bor for these ships to anchor in— 

to receive and discharge mail, 
freight and passengers—will be in 
the same position as a city of the 
sea that has no facilities for ships 
to anchor in: or like a city with 
no railroad station. 

“Commercial aviation does not 
do away with railroads or ships of 
the sea, it only supplements them. 
It puts speed into transportation, 
covering distance in from  one- 
third to one-fourth the time of 
other forms of transportation. 
This new medium was born in this 
country, in the brains of two 
American boys, the Wright broth- 
ers—and the whole world is using 
it feverishly in peace and anticipat- 
ing its terrible power in war. We 
in this country are at a standstill, 
although we have won all records 
type development, design and rec- 
ords. 

“It now remains for our busi- 
ness people to increase their com- 
mercial property by utilizing these 
ships of the air as foreign nations 
are doing. There is no question 
but what the Zeppelins were a 
commercial success, even before 
the war. Except for our transcon- 
tinental line, we have no commerc- 
jal aviation, though it «should be 
noted that the army is now using 
its ships for transporting freight 
between stations. 


Udlity in War. 

“In war, these merchandise car- 
rying ships can be used to carry 
bombs, torpedoes and mines. In 
war, or threat of war, these ships 
would be mobilized with their pilot 
personnel and gdded to the fighting 
forces of the army and navy. 

“France has 3000 planes. If we 
have thousands of such ships, used 
in legitimate, peaceful purposes, 
and the world sees how they can 
quickly be mobilized on either 
coast, then they will give up think- 
ing of crossing the sea, because 
they know perfectly well our ships 
would fly out 100 miles and blow 
their fleets from the sea. 

“A powerful corfmercial air 
force will prevent any attack from 
across the sea. The Generals and 
Admirals of Europe know [{t and 
have admitted it. Command of the 
air is command of the sea, formerly 
carried over the sea with impun- 
ity by powerful navies of great na- 
tions to crush weaker powers. Now 
these navies fing their wings 
clipped. 

A Peace-Compelling Agency. 

“Thus intercontinental wars are 
rendered virtually impossible, be- 
cause the defense is so powerfully 
strengthened. You can’t transport 
this air power by navies, which 
thus renders air power a wonder- 
fully righteous and  beneficient 
peace-compelling agency.” 

Admiral Fullam closed by an ap- 
peal addressed to St. Louis business 
men to support the St. Louis Fliy- 
ing Club in tts efforts to maintain 
adequate landing facilities and to 
promote commercial aviation. 

“Your landing field is a diamond 
mine,” he asserted. “It is the union 
station of the future. To your fly- 
ers, and young men competent to 
navigate planes, you must look as 
your future locomotive engineers. 
Every business man in &8t. Louis 
should get behind the landing field 
and it should be purchased and 
equipped by the community as the 
one great, modern business asset 
that appears above the horizon. 

“They are looking ahead, ready 
to serve the city. If you don’t sup- 
port them, then the new railroad 
systems and the merchant marine 
of the air will pass you by, and go 
to cities where they can. deliver 
the goods.”

fold and Edouard Herriot, French 
Socialist leader, in European af-! 
fairs, is forecast. 

Assuming that the Mayor of 
Lyons becomes Premier of France 
in the probable event of the fall of 
the makeshift Francois-Marsa! 
premiership, he will enter office 
with an informal agreement in 
principle between Britain and 
France already in existence. In its 
broadest outline this understand- 
ing will cover the Dawes report, 
French security, the Ruhr and the 
League of Nations. 

The Labor Prime Minister of 
Britain and the Socialist chief of 
France will not be able to meet 
here this week, as tentatively ar- 
ranged, owing to developments in 
Paris. But assurances slave reached 
here that whatever happens about 
President Millerand, the Francois- 
Marsal Government is but a stop- 
gap and Herriot will be in office 
within a few days. His visit to Mr. 
MacDonald is now expected to take 
place about June 20. 

Meanwhile Mr. MacDonald «und 
M. Herriot have been in touch 
through British and French Social- 
ists, who are close personal and po- 
litical associates of the two leaid- 
ers. The French embassy here, 
which ts not regarded with favor 
by the left wing in France and the 
British embassy at Paris, have’ not 
been informed of the negotiations, 
which accordingly are entirely un- 
official. 

The method used to get in toucn 
—forced by the fact that M- Her- 
riot is not in office and .hence un- 
able to function through diplomatic 
channels—is welcomed by both Mr. 
MacDonald and M. Herriot as a 
chance to exchange views infor- 
mally. : 

Are Agreed in Principle. 

From a thoroughly competent 
source I learn that Mr. MacDon- 
ald and M. Herriot are agreed in 
principle -of the following general 
points of @ common French-Brit- 
ish policy, the details of which are 
to be arrabged later. F 

It is agreed by M. Herriét that 
as soon as the Germans pass the 
necessary legislation to give effect 
to the Dawes scheme and as soon 
as the international committees 
are ready to take over their 
pledges, the French economic evac- 
uation of the Ruhr will be ordered. 
This will be accompanied by am- 
nesty for all political offenders in 
German territory. M. Herriot, un- 
like M. Poincaire, thus agrees to 
French economic evacuation  be- 
fore, and not after, actual working 
of the scheme. 

M. Herriot agrees that military 
evacuation of the Ruhr will take 
place after the Dawes scheme has 
been in operation long enough to 
prove German good faith by a 
show of works, and also just as 
soon as the problem of French 
security is solved on lines indi- 
cated below. 

Mr. MacDonald, in view of, this, 
will not press for military evacua- 
tion in advance of the scheme com- 
ing into operation. 

Both statesmen favor gétting the 
Dawes plan into operation as soon 


as possible and with no modifica- 
tions. This contingent promise to 
clear out of the Ruhr is considered 
as of greatest importance, even 
though M. Herriot evidently thinks: 
the evacuation must be postponed 
two years or more. It is at least a 
large concession from the declara- 
tion of M. Poincare that France 
would evacuate the Ruhr only 
when paid. . 

Look to League for 

Both the British and French 
statesmen agree in turning to the 
League of Nations to solve the 
problem of French security. They 
consider that what is called the 
Cecilian part of guarantees should 
be placed in operation without de- 
lay, thus having neighboring 
groups of nations agree to defend 
each other's frontiers against ag- 
gression. 

Should this. be possible and 
should Britain guarantee France}

This agreement on getting Ger- 
many into the gue was de- 
scribed to’ me ag a ‘point regarded 
as vitally negJssary by both Mr. 
MacDonald and M. Herriot, and 
also as calling for the greatest pos- 
sible haste. Other issues between 
France and England—notably in- 
terallied debts—were to be dis- 
cussed at Chequers. But Mr. Mac- 
Donald, before leaving for his 
Whitsunday holiday at hjs. home, 
Lossiemout#, Scotland, expressed 
his’ belief, that, provided M. Her- 
riot attair.s office and stays in for 
a reasonable length of time, a 
Franco-British accord in continen- 
tal policy can be achieved.
